In  2003-2004,  you  continued  to  live  up  to  your  school's  tradition  of 
tremendous  student  involvement  in  various  activities  and  signifi- 
cant academic,  athletic,  and  artistic  achievements. 
Our  recent  past  has  yielded  some  impressive  academic  results.  Since 
2001,  98%  of  all  of  our  students  have  passed  the  mandatory  Grade 
10  provincial  literacy  test  on  their  first  attempt.  In  2003,  100%  of 
Ashbury  College's  double  cohort  of  graduates  received  university 
offers  in  spite  of  the  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  Ontario 
university  applicants.  Furthermore,  Ashburians  have  continued  to 
do  well  this  year  in  various  academic  contests:  mathematics,  Span- 
ish, computing,  essay  writing,  debating,  public  speaking,  and  more. 
However,  your  school  has  not  rested  on  its  laurels.  Just  like  its 
students  working  on  their  annual  education  plan  in  TAG,  Ashbury 
College  performed  a  self-evaluation  to  identify  the  strengths  and 
areas  for  growth  that  pertain  to  the  quality  of  teaching  and  learning 
in  its  classrooms.  As  a  result,  the  Senior  School  Curriculum  Review 
has  generated  some  recommendations  that  will  be  implemented 
over  the  course  of  the  next  few  years. 

And  so  your  school,  like  you,  will  strive  to  be  the  best,  will  continue 
to  self-assess,  will  continue  to  improve,  and  will  have  fun  doing  it.

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The  Ashbury  Senior  Football  Colts  returned  to  the  practice  field  in  late  August  in  preparation  of 
defending  their  2002-2003  National  Capital  Championship.  The  boys  started  the  season  in  rusty  form 
but  overcame  a  10  point  deficit  in  the  fourth  quarter  to  defeat  Colonel  By  High  School.  The  following 
four  weeks  witnessed  both  victory  and  defeat  as  the  Senior  team  finished  the  regular  season  with  a  4  -  2 
record  and  home  field  advantage  in  the  city  quarter  final.  The  first  round  of  the  playoffs  brought  the  Sir 
Wilfred  Laurier  Lancers  to  Ashbury  Field  in  hopes  of  a  first  ever  victory  against  the  Colts.
